The value of farm product* in 
Adams County rocketed to $17,071,001 
in 1954. an Increase of more than 
36 per cent over the last comparable 
figure* in 1949, according to a pre­ 
liminary' report of the 1954 Census 
of Agriculture just published by the 
Bureau of the Census of the U. S 
Department of Agriculture. 
The figure on the total value of 
all farm products in this country 
in 1949 was $12,530,378. 
The 1954 total is nearly double 
the figure for lo years earlier. The 
1944 census came up with a total of 
$9.236 259. 
Number Of Farms Drop 
The value of products made these 
gain* while the number of farms 
wa* shrinking from 3,149 in *1914, 
to 2,668 in 19454 and to 2,376 in I954. 
In the breakdown of figures on 
values of farm praduce sold in 1954 
most divisions showed an increase 
with drops recorded only by the 
sums for vegetable* and forestry 
products. 
The census figures on all crops 
sold in 1954 and in 1949 follow in 
that order: All crops, 87.840.761 and 
$4172,819; and included $2,197,500 
In 1954 and $1,246,258 in 1949 for 
field crops; $375,554 and $413,886 for 
vegetables; $5,058,304 and $2,387,047 
for fruits and nuts. 
Tile value of all livestock products 
sold in 1954 was $9,195,980 as com­

'COMMISSIONERS 
ORDER CLEAN UP 
OF UNPAID TAXES 


j 
The Adams County Commission­ 
ers Wednesday directed the usual 
“clean up” of tax liens which mean* 
more than 300 people will be recelv- 
i Ing notices that they had better pay 
j by July or it will cost them a lot 
! more than they presently owe. 
Approximately 300 of those to 
whom letters will go. are persons 
who have not paid the 1955 taxes on 
j their properties. They will be told 
; that lf they do not pay by July I, 
tax liens will be entered against 
them. 
A large proportion of the 300 are 
expected to nay up quickly, if prior 
years’ experience is any criterion. 
Many owe as little as $1.50 tax. If 
J the lien is entered their bill imme- 
diately becomes $7.50. 
To Act On 1950 Lien* 
Commissioners’ Clerk Clarence C. 
Smith said he expects that about 


j ”70 to 80” liens will be entered. 
Usually that many owners of prop­ 
erty do not get around to paying 
their tax ♦or the prior year. The 
liens run for five years and July IO 
the county will take action on 29 
liens still standing on properties 
I from unpaid 1950 taxes. 
Most of that number are expected 
i to “pay up” on notice that the lien 
I* about to expire and the county 
must make up its mind whether to 
sell the properties for taxes or 
revive the lien for another five 
year period. 
For reason* of humanity about 
a half-dozen of the 1950 lien* will 
be revived without question. The 
properties belong to people who are 
very old. or ill, and the county can 
wait for final disposition of the 
estate. Most of the remainder how­ 
ever will pay up. And “we probably 
will have to have a few’ gales,” 
Smith said.

New Atomic Particle Discovered 


By AEC Scientists At Los Alamos 


WASHINGTON W—The Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
today 
an­ 
nounced 
its Los Alamos, N.M., 
laboratory has found a new atom­ 
ic particle which may provide a 
clue to the 
“ glue” that holds 
atomic nuclei together. 
The particle, called a “neutri­ 
no,” is the second one to be de­ 
tected in less than a year. The 
first, identified by the University 
of California radiation laboratory, 
is the antiproton. Both had been 
objects of 
intensive search 
by 
scientists since theoretical physi­ 
cists reasoned out their probable 
existence more than 20 years ago. 
Dr. 
Willard F. Libby, 
acting 
chairman of the AEC, said in a 
statement accompanying the an­ 
nouncement that the new discov­ 
ery “confirms the validity of im­ 
portant aspects of current nuclear 
theory and opens the way to fur­ 
ther 
understanding 
of 
nuclear 
forces.” 
A Fundamental Property 
In particular, Libby said: 
“One of the greatest mysteries 
facing scientists today is the na­ 
ture of the 
‘glue’ which holds 
atomic nuclei together. Discovery 
of the neutrino should help scien­ 
tists to gain understanding of this 
force, which is one of the funda­ 


mental properties of m atter.” 
Libby conceded that no imme­ 
diate practical application of the 
discovery is known. He said, how­ 
ever, that it is of very great im­ 
portance a* an advance in the 
basic knowledge on which progress 
in utilization of atomic energy de­ 
pends. 
Libby offered congratulation* to 
the scientific team led by Freder­ 
ick Reines and Clyde Cowan Jr. 
“on its magnificent accomplish­ 
m ent” in detecting the new par­ 
ticle. 
Their task was complicated by 
the peculiar nature of the neu­ 
trino. 
It 
carries 
no 
electrical 
charge 
and 
is 
of 
“ vanishingly 
small mass,” the AEC said, and 
it interacts only very weakly with 
material. Libby estimated that It 
could “pass through bulion* oi 
miles of solid matter.” 
Libby said that part of the en­ 
ergy from the stars goes into the 
neutrino state in which It interact* 
only very slightly with matter. He 
said it would be of very great 
importance to learn how much of 
the energy of the universe bas 
been “lost” in this manner and 
added that ft is hoped an estimate 
can be made through experiment* 
following up the neutrino work.

Dr. Robert Kirby, Pennsylvania

abundant on cherries this 
year than last and is increasing. 
He added that spray coverage will 
have to be maintained with new 
sprays each ten to 14 days prior 
to harvest to control the leaf spot. 
Sulphur should be used in the 
next few sprays on peaches to 
control mildew which is ‘‘showing 
up now ,” Dr. Dirby added. Spray 
coverage 
should 
be 
maintained 
particularly 
during

month, he added, to control brown 
rot which is in Its critical period 
at the present time. He added that 
in event of hall, or lf any cracking 
is noticed on the fruit, the grow­ 
ers should “get In and cover with 
a spray im m ediately.”

and began an era of continued 
growth and prestige. On April ii, 
1893. the Rev. Luther S Black be­ 
gan his pastorate, and served un­ 
til August 31, 1806. His successor, j 
the 
Rev. 
Herbert 
C 
Alleman, 
served from January ll, 1897, to 
September I, 1900. The Rev. M. 
Cooter began his work on the sec­ 
ond Sunday in January, 1901, and 
presented his resignation on July 
13, 1904. An Interval lasting until 
September I. 1906, followed util the 
Rev. 
Henry 
An.st.adt 
began 
his 
pastorate which lasted until Jan­ 
uary’ I, 1912. He was succeeded on 
September I, 1913. by the Rev. 
A. E. Wagner whose resignation 
was effective September 15. 1928. 
The 
Rev. 
Dwight 
F. 
Putman 
served from February I. 1930, until 
he was elected president of the 
Central Pennsylvania Synod, and 
offered his resignation, effective 
August I, 1948. The Rev. Wallace 
E. Fisher, who had completed two 
years as assistant professor of his­ 
tory at the College, began his pas­ 
torate on May IS, 1049, and served 
until 1952. In 1953, the present pas­ 
tor, the Rev. Herman G. Stuempfle 
Jr., accepted the pastoral position. 
Changes In Church 
Through the years the church 
building has been repaired, Im­ 
proved, and enlarged several tunes 
The first repairs, "external’' and 
•'internal,’* were made in 1846-47, 
but the firm extensive repair pro­ 
gram resulted from damages suf­ 
fered from the use of the building 
as a hospital in 1863. The marker 
on the front steps is a sad memo­ 
rial of that use. It was erected 
in 1888 by the 90th Regiment, Penn­ 
sylvania 
Volunteers, 
to indicate 
the spot where its chaplain was 
killed on July I, 1863, as he went 
about his duties of ministering to 
the wounded then in the church. 
This repair program cost upwards 
at 82.000. In 1875-76. at a cost of 
about 19,000. the building was en­ 
larged by adding 25 feet to its 
length, lite ceiling was ria««d. the 
pews were re-arranged, and a \ee- 
tibule was constructed under the 
gallery. A new organ was installed 
rn 1893 in a recess in the rear of 
the pulpit, and In 1897 a thorough 
Improvement of 
the 
auditorium 
wa* carried 
through 
In 
1917 a 
similar program was completed, 
the principal change pemg the in­ 
stallation of 14 new’ windows to 
replace those installed in 1876. In 
1930-21 the church was again en­ 
larged and improved into its pres­ 
ent condition at a cost of more 
than $40,000. 


Statistics for the year 1950, as 
reported to the annual convention 
of the Central Pennsylvania Synod 
of the United Lutheran Church in 
America at its covention In May. 
1951, show that the congregation 
had 471 baptised, 407 confirmed, 
and 348 communing members. Its 
membership has been steadily in­ 
creasing in recent years. The value 
of the church property is conserva­ 
tively set at $150,000, and that of 
the pastor's house at $20,000, entire­ 
ly free of debt. Congregational ex­ 
penses 
totaled $12,686, 
of which 
$10,728 
was for regular 
congre­ 
gational expenses, and $1,958 for 
unusual 
congregational 
expenses 
Apportioned benevolence was $2,336 
but $2,857 was paid. Other benevo­ 
lence raised the total paid to all 
causes to $7,005. The total expen­ 
ditures of the congregation were 
therefore $19,691. 
Largely because of the presence 
of the institutions in the commu­ 
nity, And tile membership of officers 
and teachers of them in College 
Church, 
the church 
has always 
played a prominent part in the 
larger work of the general body 
to 
which 
it has 
belonged, 
and 
indeed to Lutheranism on both a 
national and a world-wide scope,
